Elba, Ala., August 18, 1915. 

To my friends and supporters in 
the special election of Aug- 
ust, 8, 1915: 

In justice to myself I desire to 
explain to my friends throughout 
the county, who gave me such 
generous and loyal support in my 
recent race for Representative 


from this county, my attitude as| 


to the contest instituted by my 
opponent, Mr. Carnley, and my 
reasons for withdrawing from 
same, which are as follows: 

The contest was based on two 
grounds,.one of which was that 
the certificates of the result in 
certain precincts had been chang: 
ed in my favor, so as to show 
that I had received a larger ‘vote 
than had actually been cast for 
en in those precincts. 

The other charge was in effect, 
that I had received a number of 
illegal votes, which if taken from 
me would reduce the number of 
legal votes received by below the 
legal votes received by Mr. Carn- 
ley. 


I deem it unnessary to say to 


my friends and those:-who know 


me best, that I had not partici- 
‘pated in making any changes of 


results in myifavor’ and had no 
knowledge that ary such changes 
had been made: As the truth as 
to whether such changes had been 


quired to serve me with notice 
in writing of the number’ and 
names of the voters whose lega- 
lity or illegality he desired to 
question. So I entered upon the 
defense of the contest believing 
that it would be conducted ac: 
cording to the rules and regula- 
tions found in the statutes above 
mentioned, and that I would be 
allowed the benefit of the rights 
thereby secured to me. 

However, for some reasons un- 
known to me, the Legislature of 
Alabama, the tribunal before 
which the case was to have been 
tried, saw fit to ignore the stat- 
utes governing such contests in 
this state for the last fifty years 
or more, appointed a sub-com- 
mittee of its committee on Priv- 
ilege and Elections with instruc- 
tions to come to Elba, take evi- 
dencé as to the contest and re- 
port back to the whole committee 
by the Saturday following the 
Saturday on which I had first 
been notified of the filing of the 
contest and served witha copy
